The police can do it in twenty- 
four hours. Conditions have changed 
since the days when the Parkhurst 
campaign was on and the ministers 
| of this city tried to stamp out the red- 
light district. 

_ “Many of the women would leave the 
town if an attempt was made to close 
the bagnios at the present time. Some 
might scatter to the suburbs and to 
residence sections, but if the police 
continued to haul them in they would 
be forced to leave the city within a 
time. 

“I have been a Police Commissioner 
now fer about three years and doubt- 
less I have made many mistakes, taut 
I do believe that the time has now 
come when the maintenance of the 
crib district can no longer be charit- 
ably regarded as a mistake. Moreover 
I am thoroughly convinced that this 
community is not tn favor of any such 
thing as a crib district. ‘ 

“In the name of decency it is. time 
that something was done. I have been 
the district with the other 
Commissioners and they say 
‘What can we do?’ There always ap- 
pears to be two horns to the dilemma. 
But I now feel that something must be 
done; that either thet district must be 
uprooted altogether or I must get off 
the Police Commission. ; 

“Te have one’s name connected with 
those of men whc thrive off the shame 
of abandoned women;to have anyone 
in Los Angeles think that a Bartolo 
Ballerino or a Jean Rappert can ply 
a traffic in girls because the Police 
Commissioners are indifferent is sick- 
ening and nauseating to any self-re- 
specting man. I have always wanted 
to stamp out the crib district, but I 
was undecided whether such a course 
might not lead te something worse. 
After tnvestigation and inquiry I have 
concluded that at least three-fourths 
of the girls will leave the city if action 
is taken against them by the police 
ang that the better elements in the 
econimunity are in favor of stamping 
out the district.” 

Commisstoner Keeney was very much 
in earnest in his declaration, and it is 
probable that interesting developments 
will follow. Mayor Snyder's policy 
regarding the crib district is well 
known. He believes it better that all 
the demi-mondes should be kept tn one 
district under close police surveillance 
than that they should be scattered 
‘throughout the city in lodging-houses 
and cottages where robberies and worse 
might be easily committed. Hereto- 
fore the Mayor and Commissioner 
Keeney have usually voted together on 
impertant questions and it will be 
something unueual for them to. take 
opposite sides of an tasue. How Com- 
missioners Craig, Rule and Lang will

Every member of the Osage tribe 
has a balance of $4641 deposited in the 
safest place on earth, In the vaults of 
Uncle Sam's big bank at Washington, 
drawing 6 per cent. interest. —— 
tion to this, they have each acres 
of land, about ane-fifth of which is in 
a good state of cultivation and is worth 
$10 to $30 an acre. | 

Of the total remainder, 886,000 acres 
is leased for pasturage, mostly to 
Texas cattlemen, at an average rental 
that gives the land a value of $5 an 
acre to the Indian. But averaging up 
the whole at the low valuation of $8 
an acre, and this does not take into 
consideration the oil, natural gas and 
coal to be found throughout that re- 
gion, nor the leap in values that must 
foliow the several lines of railway now 
being constructed through the reserva- 
tion, the land holdings of each Osage 
are easily worth $6856. 


That is to say, a very conservative 
statement of the wealth of these peo- 
ple must place it at no less than $11,500 
for e man, woman and child of the 
tribe.—[World Today.

LIQUOR LICENSE INCREASED. 

-MBASUREB WAS ENACTED. 
Just five votes were forthcoming for 
the ordinance to increase the saloon 
license from $60 to $75 a month when 


that measure came before the Council 


late yesterday afternoon. For this r-a- 
son the emergency clause was omitted 
and the increased revenue from the 
licenses will not be ‘available much be- 
fore February 1. 


+ The ordinance providing for the in-

McAleer was very angry. Raising 
his right hand and bringing his closed 
fist down on the table he declared: 

“We have all the right and justice 
on our side and we are turned down 
repeatedly in this Council. It would 
serve you just right—yes, it would be 
just right—if I should turn around and 
vote against you on that saloon license 
ordinance.” 

But on reflection this poficy of retal- 
iation did not commend itself te Mc- 
Aleér, and in voting for the license 
measure he said: 

“I find myself in a very liar po- 
sition... I must go back on the men who 
stoog by me in the refinery matter 
and vote with the men who turned me 
down. In justness nad fairness ‘from 
the standpoint of practical rolitics I 
ought to change my vote. But I have 
given my word that I would vote for 
the increase in the saloon license and 


tam going to stick by it, although I 


have been turned down in a just and 
honest cause.” 

McAleer’s vote was necessary to pass 
the ordinance. President Bawen and 
Nofziger, Skilling and Summerland 
also voted for it. Davenport, Kern, 
Farish and Todd opposed an increase 
in the license, although Farish offered 
to vote for the ordinance if the Council 
would go On record by resolution as 
opposed to any further increase dur- 
ing the present term. 

The ordinance makes a concession to 
the retailers in that it provide. for the 


sale at retail of liquor in quantities | boa 


of less than five gallons. The former 
ordinance limited the sale at retail to 
not more than one-fifth of a gallon. 
This change in the ordinance will tend 
to cut into the trade of the wholesalers 
who have refused to pay license and 
also into the combination grocery an¢é 
liauor trade. The retailers tried io 
have the Council so amend the ordi- 
nance that wholesalers could not sell 
less than five gallons. This would 
have been a death blow to the liquor 
trade of H. Jevne and other stores that 
cater to the family trade. 

At the corning session of the Coun- 
cil nearly 200 saloon men appeared as 
a delegation to protest against the pro- 
nosed increase in the saloon tax. 

Cc. F. A. Last addressed the City 
Fathers at length on the measure. He 
said the licuor interests of the city 
were already excessively tax@d. Re- 
ferring to the ordinance passed last 
April, he declared that the saloon men 
had voluntarily assisted the city then 
by agreeing to an increase from $50 
to $60 a month in the license tax. Gen. 
Last figured out that twenty-five po- 
licemen at 875 a month would cost only 
$1875 a month, while he declared that 
the increase, if made, would produce a 
revenue of $3000 amonth. He refuted 
the assertion that the police force was 
maintained chiefly on account of the 
liquor stores and asserted that the sa- 
loons of the city were kept by a very 
high class of citizens. The policemen, 
he said, were wanted to patro! the out- 
lying districta of the city where sa- 
loons are not permitted to go. Gen. 
Last said that an attempt had been 
made by stool-pigeons by connivance 
and prevarication to induce the retail 
dealers to break the law. 

‘The men who break the license or- 
dinance and refuse to pay for the sup- 
port of the city government are not 
hampered by either the police or law 
departments of the city.” he asserted. 

Gen. Last made the point that the 
revenue from those places that had 
refused to pay the license would more 
than meet the cost of additional po- 
licemen. He eaid that the retail liquor 
dealers did but @ per cent. of the busi- 
ness and paid practically all the tax. 

Attorney W. Pendleton = stated 
that he had made an investigation and 
discovered that the liquor interests had 
paid $106,000 in the last six months and 
that the police department had cost 
the city $76,000 for the same period. 
He «aid the liquor men had no threats 
to make but that they considered the 
license increase beyond reason. 

On motion of Farish, the ordinance 
was sent to the Committee of the 
Whole and taken up in the committee 
room at noon. 

In the executive session it was de- 
cided to increase the amount the re- 
tailer might sell as well as the amount 
of the license. 

It was also decided to pass an ordi- 
nance similar to the Pomona ordinance 
prohibiting the sale of liquor by drug 
stores except upon prescription duly 
authenticated. 

Farish presented his resolution to put 
the Council on record against a fur- 
ther increase, but could get no sup- 
port. McAleer said he was on 
for a $100 license and Todd said he fa- 
vored #60. 

It was agreed in the event the Braun 
case went in favor of the city to urge 
the Police Commission not to grant 
a permit to a dealer until he had paid 
all back license. 

The vote in committee on the increase 
in the saloon Heense was five to three 
with Farish excused from voting. 

When the vote was taken in the 
Council in the afternoon Far- 
ish made a speech declaring that no 
moral question Was at issue but that 
the proposition was one of dollars and 
cents. 

Davenport read a typewriften speech 
reviewing the action of the Counect! on 
the ordinance when first presented and 
accusing the members of not practic. 
ine the “Golden Rule.” He said the 
saloon Men were entitled to protection 
from the authorities, but that their 
riehts were not respected. Davenport. 
then elaborated on the number of 
places where liquor could be purchased 
and gave the poltce and law denart- 
ments a castigation for not arresting 
persons who sold Hauor without Ii- 
cense. He brought his speech to a 
close with a plea for a uniform license 


tax.

given away thereon, and shall num- 
he~ and file sald prescriptions in the or- 
der in which they are filled, on a sep- 
arate file from that on which he keeps 
other prescriptions filled by him, and 
shall carefully preserve, for the period 
of six months, all such prescriptions 
filled by him or his employés, and 
shall produce the same in court, or be- 
fore any grand jury whenever thereto 
lawfully required; that only one sale 
be made on one prescription; that the 
prescription shall be given only when, 
in the opinion of the physician, the 
prescribed: liquor fs. 
medicine for the person named therein

It is stated by members of the Police 
Commission that Sergt. Jeffries will 
be removed from the department. Jef- 
fries had .not made out his resignation 
last night despite the printed reports 
that the paper was in the hands of the 
Police Commission.

THE COURTHOUSE. 

RIMINALLY OVERLOADED 
AND UNDERMANNED.” 

ROUGH CHARGES AGAINST CREW 
OF STEAMER “WARRIOR.” 
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- Widow of the Man Who Was Washed 


Overboard and Drowned Brings Suit 
‘for Twenty-five Thousand Dollars 
Damages—Says His Life Could Have 
Been Saved. 


The year-old disaster on the Cata- 
lina steamer Warrior was thrown up 
at the owners yesterday in a lawsuit 
brought by the widow of the man_who 
was washed overboard and drowned. 
She claims that the boat left Catalina 
criminally overcrowded and  uhder- 
manned, and that her husband drowned 
before the very eyes of the sailors who 
could have saved his life, 
not. 3 

The plaintiff is Mra. Jessie B. Knight: 
her husband, who was drowned, was 8. 
F. Knight, a Salt Bake railroad con- 
ductor. 

She alleges that the Warrior was li- 
censed to carry but 175 passengers and 
carried that day, May 18, 1902, 181. 

Only one life line, she avers, was on 
board, and that was down in the hold 
of the. vessel somewhere, and could 
not be got at. Also there was but one 
lifeboat to save the 181 people. She 
claims that the boat was undermanned, 
and did not have enough of a crew to 
have launched the lifeboat had [ft been 
big enough to do any x 

One of her aliégations is that the boat 
was so unekilifully handled that the 
disaster was heightened by the violent 
lurching and rolling. Furthermore, she 
claims that it was criminal folly for the 
boat to have set out that day from the 
island. 

The roughest thing in her suit ts the 
assertion that her husband could have 
been saved. She says that he lay 
struggling in the waves for at least 
twenty minutes not 100 -feet from the 
vessel, and could have been rescued 
had there been a life line or a boat at 
hand. 

She wants $25,000 damages. The suit 
is brought against the Wilmington 
Transportation Company. She has one 
son, aged 6, who is, with herself, with- 
out means of support other than that 
which she can earn. 


| RED HOT SCRAP. 

OVER HOSPITAL CONTRACT. 

As a scrapping match, the building 
of the Tower of Babel was not in it 
alongside the building of the new 
County Hospital. 

All the contractors seem to be trying 
to throw the harpoon into all the ar- 
chitects and into each other. The S8u- 
pervisors are appalled at the prospect 
of untangling all the rows that will 
come up from time to time. 

Yesterday, before one was disposed 
of another came up. 

There was so much hot air at the 
hearing of the jobbery charges yes- 
terday that by rights the board could 
have done away with the proposed 
heating apparatus altogether. The only 
trouble was storing it. 

The proposition before the house was 
briefly as follows: William Mooser, the 
architect of the hospital, in drawing 
up the specifications, stipulated that 
the heating apparatus should be that 
manufactured by the Sturtivant Com- 
pany of Massachusetts. The law re- 
quired that there should be added to 
this specification the words “or another 
of equal quality.”” Engstrum, the con- 
tractor, claims that the Sturtivant 
Company has taken advantage of its 
position as the named machine to “hold 
him up.”

TALES oF 
THE TOWN. 

It isn't supposed to be exactly luck 
for a man to change his occupation af- 
ter he reaches the age of 49 years—es- 
pecially when he turns to a vocation 
which is the exact antithesis of the 
work which he once followed.

GRAND JURY’S REPORT CREATES 
SENSATION AT PRESCOTT. 


Jury Ignores Information Against 
Miner Who Stood Strikers Off With a 
Gun—A Doctor’s Group of Misfortunes. 


Reforesting of Mountains. 


(SPECIAT. CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 


PRESCOTT (Ariz.) Nov. 28.—The 
sensation of the week has been the in- 
dictment by,the Territorial grand jury 
of William Thomas, contractor for the 
County Hospital, who is believed to 
have fraudulently drawn several thous- 
and dollars from the county treasury 
by means of the very simple practice 
of carrying on his rolls the names of 
patients who had been discharged from 
the institution. Thomas pleaded not 
guilty. In the same connection, the 
grand jury charged the Board of Su- 
pervisors and County Physician with 
culpable and inexcusable negligence. 
The report recites that, as the hospi- 
tal costs the county more than $10,000 
a year, the accounts should have mer- 
ited some attention from the auditing 
board. It is recommended that the hos- 
pital contractor and County Physician 
be removed. Carelessness, not crim- 
inality, is charged against the latter. 
From the best information available, 
it appears that the county has been 
charged during the past six months 


four patients, while the real average 
was only twenty-six. 
JUSTIFIABLE GUN PLAY. 


The grand jury ignored the case of 
the Territory against Pat O'Donnell, 
no witnesses appearing in prosecution. 
This case was the last on the docket, 
and grew out of the labor agitation 
following the enforcement of the eight- 
hour law. O'Donnell was engineer at 
the Pickerell camp. He was satisfied 
with his job, and with his pay, and 
concluded to keep on at work when the 
miners departed. On his way to work 
one day he was stopped by four min- 
ere, who tried by divers means to in- 
duce him to join in the strike. When 
the men understood that his refusal 
was final, they produced a camera, 
stating that he was to be published, 
with his portrait, as a ‘scab,’ in the 
Denver organ of the Western Miners’ 
Federation. O'Donnell. thereupon pro- 
duced a revolver and informed the 
miners that he believed he had as much 
right to do a little “‘snap-shotting” as 
they had. O’Donnell had no further 
trouble that day, but was arrested 
later and held by a rural magistrate 
to answer before the grand jury on a 
charge of threatening peaceful citizens 
with a deadly weapon. 

GROUP OF MISFORTUNES. 

“The old adage that misfortunes never 
come singly is believed in by Dr. J. R. 
Walls. Wednesday afternoon his hand- 
some Prescott residence was gutted by 
fire, the contents being practically a 
total loss from the flames, from water 
and from the destructive tendencies 
of the volunteer salvage crew that 
pitched out fragile articles with the 
abandon usual in such cases. A few 
hours before the fire started the doc- 
tor had started on a camping trip. A 
friend speeded after him in an automo- 
bile, and found him about 8 o'clock in 
the evening, alone by the wayside, 
suffering from a terrible wound in his 
foot. While cutting wood for his camp 
fire he had accidentally chopped into 
his foot, cutting an artery. By means 
of a couple of silk handkerchiefs the 
docotor had managed to arrest the flow 
of blood, but was in a precarious con- 
dition when found. By the Walls fire 
ex-Gov. Tritle lost a number of valu- 
able books and household treasures, 
that had been stored in the house for 
safe-keeping.

LONDON, Nov. 14.—Miss Mollie El- 
liott Sewall, who recently published a 
nove! called “Franceska,”’ would be in- 
terested in the remarkable case of de- 
ception which igs before the Mzanches- 
ter courts.

Sewall's 
Story all over again, with the excep- 
tion that, while the American author- 
ess's tale seemed to stretch probabil- 
ity to the breaking point, this true 
story goes the fiction one several bet- 
ter in point of strangeness. . 

The heroine of “Franceska,” it will 
be remembered, was loved by two 
brothers, twins, and finally married 
one of them. War took both young men 
to foreign parts and kept them there 
for several years, at the en] of which 
time Franceska’s friends received word 
from ner that her husban:l had come 
back. Mis brother, however, was sup- 
posed to be detained abroad by a spe- 
cia] mission. The denouement, however, 
revealed that it was the hero's wi- 
scrupulous twin who had returned and 
palmed himeelf off on the beautiful girl 
as her lord—the real husband being 
in captivity. That seemed like an im- 
possible proceeding, but what makes 
the case in Manchester more extraor- 
dinary still is the fact that the man 
who succeeded in convincing the wid- 
owed Mrs. Herbert Part that he was 
her dead husbard come to life was not 
even a distant relative of the physi- 
cian who died at sea on his way to 
America three years ago. 

It was in 1900 that Mrs. Part, then 
Ellen Kershaw, of Manchester, was 
married to Dr. Herbert Part of Gol- 
borne, Lancashire and lived with him 
in Manchester for ten days.

INSUFFICIENT PUBLICITY. It is 

not bad advertising, but insufficient 


advertising, that has distinguished the 
grocers. They. do not use enough 
printing ink at any one time, and do 
not use it steadily enough. Why “ot 
inform customers and other residents 
of the arrival of new goods? Say a 
lot of new crop figs in baskets has 
been received. The grocer very prop- 
erly exhibits a sample in the window 
and another on the counter, and sells 
quite a few, if the price is reasonable, 


after the novelty has worn off, the reg- 
ular customers may buy more slowly, 
and the new-packed fruit lingers on 
the shelves. A few lines descriptive 
of the goods and other seasonable del- 
icacies might, mailed to possible 
customers and to some of the stran- 
gers, clean out the goods at once and 
make way for a new invoice.—{Mer- 
chants’ Review. 


LOCAL PRODUCE MARKETS. 


Conditions on the local produce mar- 
kets were remarkably steady today 
(Monday) and all reports were to the 
effect that business wags good and has 
been good for a week past, in spite of 
the end of the month, when things are 
usually slow. Collections are. very 
easy, and never in the history of the 
city was so little complaint heard 
about so important a matter as at the 
present time. This fact speaks vol- 
umes for the prosperity of this section. 

Perhaps the most interesting thing 
on the ‘street’ is situation on 
Highiand potatoes. Advices from the 
North quote a stiff advance, and make 
the lay-down cost somewhat near $1.25 
per 100, and that quotation has stood 
for two or three days now, with little 
chance for a decline; yet many local 
dealers are still selling at $1.15@1.25 per 
100 to the trade. Of course if there is 
a flurry iw the North that will soon 
give way to a resumption of former 
conditions, when the lay-down cost 
was around a dollar, then the mainte- 
nance of steady prices would be justi- 
fiable. If, when the present supply is 
exhausted, and more must be ordered 
at the advance, the trade will be hit 
hard too suddenly, and unpleasant 
conditions may prevail for a while. 

Owing to poor demand for wild 
ducks, local dealers have advised 
hunters to cease shipping. Today the

New Hampshize’s Way.

ULL FRESH FISH 
OUT OF STORAGE. 


@ 
DEALERS MAKE THEIR CATCHES 
- 
Three Hundred Thousand Pounds Were 
, Stored Last Summer When Fish Were 


Running More Plentifully—Prices 
Kept Down by Refrigerators. 


Strictly fresh fish are so scarce in 


sort to stocks in Ice storage to supply 
the demand. Not that no fish. are 
caught day by day along the seashore, 
but the receipts reaching Les Angeles 
are light and not of the kind desired 
by the trade. Just now small fish are 
running quite exclusively, while there 
is always a good demand for large. 

Here the storage facilities are made 
to serve the public by yielding up out 
‘of supplies of all kinds just: what is 
wanted at any given time. 

The part that storage stocks- have 
come to play in modern economics 
makes an interesting story, and quite 
particularly in the case of fish. Much 
waste tn perishable goods is thus pre- 
vented. Any over-supply of fresh fish 
from day to day finds its way into 
storage. When fish cannot be caught 
the storage article is pulled into con- 
sumption. It happens frequently that 
the calm waters of the Pacific are 
storm-tossed or rough, anid at such 
times ‘t is impossible for fishermen to 
obtain their “eatches,” or, sometimes, 
the fish are not “running.” Then the 
deaiers in Los Angeles and elsewhere 
“pull” from the ice. 

STORAGE STOCK DWINDLING. 

Last summer, when fish were caught 
in great abundance and were cheap, 
from 390,000 to 400,000 pounds, ft is es- 
were stored in ice and this 
immense supply has been drawn upon 


until now only from 450,000 to 75,000 
pounds remain. 
The method of storing fish is inter- 


—- Théy are first put on ice and 


made very cold: then dipped in water, 
whereupon is formed over each fish a 
substantial coat of ice. In this condi- 
tion are they stored away and may be 
kept indefinitely. When properly 
thawed out, they cannot be distin- 
guished from the fresh. 

After being taken from storage, they 
will keep for two or three days, al- 
though the sooner used the better. 

Fresh and frozen are offered in Los 
Angeles every day to the trade, and the 
uninitiated could not tell the differ- 
ence.

KEEPS PRICES DOWN. 

There is no doubt whatever that 
storage fish keep prices down to a 
Otherwise the dally sup- 
ply would keep quotations fluctuating 
and the buyer would never know 
whether the wholesale price was 5 or 
10 cents a pound, and the consumer 
would be compelled to pay a higher 
level of prices al! the time. 

As it is, the peddler retails all kinds 
of fish to your door every morning at 
from 12 to 15 cents a pound, regardless 
of the size of the “catches” at the 
ocean for days before. The peddler, 
however, greatly prefers fresh fish, for 
he can buy it cheaper and most of 
them will not handle storage because 
it costs a little more. 

The number of peddlers in Los An- 
geles now is from thirty-five to forty. 

“Albicore fs a kind of fish formerly 
considered waste,” said one dealer yes- 
terday, “until it came into demand by 
the Japanese, who use it in great quan- 
ities. Now lots of it goes into stor- 
age. The Chinaman, on the other hand, 
prefers the surf fish, the croaker, smelt, 
sea bass and the scorpion. The latter
